Tbis is, indeed, sii hour 
of helpful retrospection, prospection and in- 
trospection. Retraspection, becanae lovd and 
memorv look backward and behold again the 
faoea of those who lived ; prospection, becanae 
talfii and hope look forward and see the sons of 
mm atandlng before the divine Bon of man 
aaated on the graat wblto throne ol Judgment; 
Itttraapaetton, becaoae tratta and oonsoienoee 
loek Inward and Interrogate tba loal. aaklng If 
II ia ready for tlie tone. O soul, eoaimnne wt<b 
" trath. thy taaoiiar, and tot thy oonaelenoe lead 
thae to thy duty. 

Ou refltottofii brlnt na into tba yiaaenoeof 
dmad Nallttea. We are taee to faoa with the 
fast, power and certainty o( death. The ritnals 
of our lodges impreaa (he tmth that "nan is 
born to die ;" that "In the midst of life we are In 
death." And your constitutional provision for 
the annual obserraooe of this memorial day 
emphasizes the same. You learn too that death 
is Impartial and no respector Of pertons. 
"With his sickle keen, . ^ ^ 
He reaps the bserded grain at a breath 
And the flower* that grow between. ' 

He olalna aU lor hit own, the high as well as 
the lowly. 

"The boa<it of heraldry, the pomp ofpowtr, 

And hII iiiHi b liviiy, all that wealth e'ergave, 

Await lilike iIm' iiicvliable hour. 

The pslhs of glory lead but (o the grave. 

Nor arc we iKuorHnt of the subtlety and sud- 
denneiis ol death, l-ike Baiujuo'a ghost these 
frightful phantoms and ugly goblins ol truth 
sure us in the fat e and will not down." The 
aged patriarch ^age felt their preaenoe when in 
bil woe he cried out,— 
"Man that is born of woman 

a of lew days and full of trouble. 
I eometh forth as a flower and is out down : 
He fltreth al^ as a shadow and oouUnueth not. 

But I come not only to lanent with you, in our 
gloomy refleciions, that "nan la bom to die"; I 
oome rather to proolaiB to yon that man to bom 
to live ! to utter sgain the Joyfnl mcMage, angel- 
spoken from the tomb of Joseph ol Arlmathear- 
the glad tidings of the resurrection that tonohed 
and thrilled the heart of the peraecnUng Sanl in 
a century of gloom and skcptiotom, snioide and 
homicide ; and caused him to glory in the oroaa 
of "Christ Jesus, who abolished death and 
brought life and Immortality to light through 
the gospel," 

The abolition ol death was a m Ighty victory for 
Immannel, the Captain ol our salvation, both in 
ttt aeooBipllshments and in its tremendous, far- 
rHkching conse<iuence8. And the illumination 
of immortality, hitherto shrouded iu dark mys- 
tery, effected by the ' Bright and Morning 8Ur," 
the "Ugbt of the World," was an achievment 
wboee anbUmity sUrtled Batan himself, caused 
darknaaa to reooil again Into her dread abode, 
•lestriaed the great heart of humanity, rejuven- 
ated thta poor old ain-siok world of ours, and 
brought mom happiness and brightness Into the 
llTes and boaoats ol mankind than all the acU of 
air the heraee of all the agea. O let us again ory 
out with laul, "Thanks be to God who giveth us 
the vietory tbrongh otir Ix>rd, Jesns Christ," 
••whoaboltohed death and bronghtlite and im 
movtoUty to light through the goapel I" 

Thto to the sublime stotoment of a sublime 
eoul. And hto strong faith in that grand truth 
transmuted the gloom of hto priwn eaU into a 
glory ineffkble. Let MeTO tanw hto aardanms 
m.udates sgainst the CbrtotlW aaiata : 
le. the tyrant, his llattorlng lawltoe. hto lawn- 
log sycophanu and the populaotf of the seven- 
hilled city gloat over the groans of helpless vie- 
il.ns and exult over their mangled 
G.,lli«;um'» bloody arena Had not tbeae faith- 
ful martyrs reverently made the •'fB ^ ^ 
oross ? Had not their dying lips pronounosd the 
potent word "<>edo, " I believeV" Did they 
not die rejoicing that they were counted worthy 
to suBte for Him who saved them T Did not 
tat-y pray lor ihoae who persecuted them T They 
f^llaeleep in Jenu fearing neither life nor death : 
tor "to live was Christ and to die was gain" in- 
deed I Ah after all, Nero on his throne was the 
aeapiered prisoner and Paul m his cell at the 
loot of the Oapltollne the uncrowned 
there gtowed within hU breast the brilliant 
hope of an early eoronatlon In a brighter world. 
Having "fought a good nght," having kept the 
telih " having "finished hto course," he pos- 
eeiMd by divine revelation the glad assurance 
that heooetorth thero waa laid up for him a 
erown ol rHihleonsnese whkih the Lo'd. the 
rightoons Judge, had prepaNd tor htoa, and Moa 



with His pieroed hand would plaoe npon hto 

brow. 

O thou shade of the bloodthirsty Nero, we 
soorn thy charsetcr, we pity thy bigotry, we 
cjndemn thy cruelty. Though crowned, thou 
art not kingly. But not far from thee is royalty 
In chains. Tbou hast sentenced bim but he has 
prayed for thee. Thou canst not barm him. 
Living, though tortured, he will bless thy peo- 
ple. He holds within his bosom a sentiment 
that will turn the myriads of tears wrought by 
thee into as many smiles of Joy. Sever his aged 
hesul from bis tired body and thou preparest 
bim for bis crown. No! No' thou canst not 
harm him! He's Iminortftl' He will nee thee 
yet again ! Face to face he'll meet thee at the 
Judgment. 

0 thou spirit of the lion-hearted Paul, we laud 
thy character, we praise thy charity, we rejoice 
In thy sacriece. Well hast thou done thy duty. 
Like thy Savour, thon too didst seal thy sute- 
mento with thy blood. And our faith aod hope 
In the bleeaed goapel of immortality are strength- 
ened by thy vletorionB martyrdom. Thou didst 
flght a good flght. thon dldat keep the laith, thou 
didat gala thy erawn, and we hope to see tts 
Jewato oBthe rssnrreetion mora. Oloriout eon* 
snmmatloa of a aaeriflelag Ufa. Qtortons be- 
gInnlBg of aa otoraal retga. 

May I aot paaaa leag aacag h toramlad yon 
that snob % oro«» to batag prapaied tor youT 
wiu |M aot Uiea^flikt Hw •aad ight." "keep 
the afltb," aad -ttHHk yoar ooorN," betag 
"laithf nl over the lew Ikingi" ol Uto r U so. Ue 
orown to yonra and yon will be made "mlar over 
may thtuga." Ood grant that eaoh may seek 
aad aaeoM the diadem that Heaven yeama lor 
you to wear throughout eternity. 

We must not think, my friends, that Chrtot's 
advent was in any sense Inopportune. He came 
in the nick ol time. True, it was the "golden 
age" of the Roman Kmpire ; but it waa a gold 
exterior that enclosed social rottenness, political 
corruption and moral depravity. I.Ike Portia's 
casket chosen by the I'rince it contained an aw- 
ful skull. "All that glitters is not gold." Sui- 
cide was religion and manslaughter amusement. 
Men were rushing pell-mell Into the cavernous 
Jaws ol death. Systems of philosophy were be- 
ginning to decay. Hearta were despairing and 
In spite of Cloero's eloquent arguments echoliu 
Plato'a grand oonoeptiooa. skeptical beads were 
shaking In the negative to the soul's repealed 
question, "If a man die shall he live again T" 
The world was piteously groaning for a deflnlto 
answer and the nnlversal mind was demanding 
a ungible demonstration. A t such a crtotoBatan 
putt Ood to the teat. Death and darknem ohal- 
lenge Ufa and light The mighty conflict begine 
at a plaea called Oalvary. the "SknU." How 
omlnonal Death aaeau hopeful aad daikaaaa 
oovera the laai! The aoeao ehaagaai The aw- 
ful oombat eoatiatiaa ia the tomb of a rich maa. 
Life triumphs I And whan tba day<-kiag to pre- 
paring to dtoipato the darknem of the night, the 
Sun of Rlghteouaneea, having abolished daath, 
cornea forth on tliat glad morning In a flood of 
divine eBtalgeno^ and bringing lite and immo^ 
lality to light, forever arches the tomb with the 
glorioiu rainbow of hope. The question to an- 
swered and the world rejoices The century of 
desth thus held within its heart the principal of 
eternal life. 

But let us brledy glance at the preceding and 
subsequent ages. Not a nation since the first 
and second Adam can be found that has not 
some notion of future existence. Indeed, It is 
highly gratifying to C!hrlstian faith, and a fact 
worthy of notice, that the aflUumtlve of this 
question is assumed by all the peoples of the 
earth, past and present, however peculiar and 
vague the views of the more uncivlllz -d. Every 
nation has framed some kind of heaven as a 
diraUing place. This is ceruinly presumptive 
evidence favoring the doctrine of Immortality 
and lurotohea a very knotty problem for the 
materialtot who earea littte tor BibUaal atoto- 
ments. 

The ancient Egyptians strongly believed In the 
aoul'a immortality, which, however, was oondi- 
tionad npon the perpetual preservation of the 
body on earth. BanMt tbair camCnl embalmment 
of evwy oorpae aad their aalBBi ea a a tr uctlon of 
the great pTramldal tomba for the safety of the 
body. 

In the Veda, the sacred books of the Hindiu, Is 
clearly proclaimed the immortality of the eoul. 
Usten to the refrain of a beautiful prayer ad- 
dressed to Soma.— "When tbera to eternal light, 
where ling Vaivasvato roigns, when the secret 
place of heaven to, there make me Immortal I" 

The Peraiana too have taught lor oontnrlaa that 
he who Uvea la pnritir paaMa attar death lato the 
realm of Ugbt. 

Tho Amerieao ladlaa ftaaly baUevea ia a 
tnro Btota. Tpoa a conch of akina in yon weat- 
ern wigwam aiaepa aomo aged HUwatha dream- 
ing M be alnmban of tho Xaaito. the Mighty 
Spirit, aad amIUngaa in htovlaloa hoatmehaaaa 
bear aad btooa ovar happy bnaUag groaada "ia 
the Kingdom of Foaamab, ia the Maada of the 
Blessed, in the Und of Ibo Bartatiar." 

But examples need aot be moltlpllad. Tlw 
earth has ever been full of the belief of Immor- 
tality, from the erode and onriotu ideaa of aav- 
age trihea to-day and long ago to the sublime 
conceptions of Soerataa and Plato. Nevertheless 
it was night. The sun had not yet risen. A 
dense cloud of impenetrable myatery enveloped 
the world until Christ came. Even the Greeks 
by human wisdom and philosophy knew not the 
blessings, the glories of Uod. Socrates himself 
confessed ignorance, yet in bis night of death he 
saw a brighter star than any of his day. Though 
bis ideas were grand lor a heathen sage and were 
far above tho superstitions and philoHophiu 
thought of his time, yet he realired the great 
need of a great light to illumine what was dark 
in him, Long after his death that light came. 
It waa the Star of Bethlehem. 

Let fancy's brush crudely picture upon imag- 
ination's canvas the comparative ignorance of 
the world l>elore that Btor shone. There is a gl- 
gantlo sphere of congealed blackness darker than 
the darkest night. Man atanding near it and at 
a dtotanoe from it look Uka pigmies In lu weird 
ahadow. They gaae upon It. Somehow they 
feel that a great secret to bidden at IU center. 
Their aonto have whiapered so ; the stars have 
whtepaiad ao; tradltton teUs them so. TU the 
seorot of llto elamat. bnt they cannot penetrate 
the enrftwa. Tat all tba aura they gaae. They 
oannot leave. Bvaa the Ut«a ttatr kaow of it 
seema baantlfal to tbaat aa« haMi tbaai with a 
mHlto power. 

Suddealyla mid air above them aaothtr ap- 
pears npon the scene. HnmUa to hto manner. 
Not a word he speaka. Bb body 
theirs, only 'ttogleriflad. Uaiaea 
only It sbinea like the enn. Aad aahaatretohea 
out hUhandk they aeenaUprlato la them. Aad 
icaatbey look, theyaeetbeUkaaamoractoaha 
human orom. formed by hto aUning body and 
extended arma. Imnlng from that Uvtag cmmi

aphero and brands npon it aa large a cross, that 
bnraa ito way into the very center. Wondrous

Tha ephire dtaolrae away la donde of light 
eavatoplaf Ito Vlolor. la Ita heart Be to home 
tbrongh air to raalau above. Tacaa upward 
turn. Orat^ bearto rajoiaa aad hope that 
rome day Be wlU come agtfa. 

But as yet we have noticed only half the 
thought wrapt np in the expression "life and 
Immortality," rendered in the Revised Version, 
'life and incurruptlon." Comprehended In It U 
another beautiful trath npon which the world 
has needed especial enltgbtenmenl. Plato 
taught the immortality of the soul: bnt I>aul 
went a step further and prtxilaimed the Immor- 
tality of the body I Kor had not Christ proved 
aa much by the fact of His resurrection" 80 me 
writers seem to think that the term "Incorrup- 
tton" In the text refers speciflcally to the body, 
while the terra "life" has reference to the soul. 
This great truth Is taught by the Apostle In other 
passages. Iu his magnificent argument on the 
resurrection, he reaches this sublime climax,— 
"It is sown in corruption : It is raised In Incor- 
rnptlon : it Is sown in dishonor ; it is raised In 
glory: It Is sown In weakness; It Is raised In 
power: it Is sown a nofuraf body; It Is raised a 
tpirilual body ."' 
Since, tlien, our Lord has robbed death of Ito 
and the grave of lu victory, faith ever 
tvae the garland of immortaUty and hope 
bangs it OB the to m b e tono. Thoae. to uae Words, 
worth's poetic language, aro "irntha thst wake 
To perish never : 
Which neither Itotleaaness nor mad endeavor, 
Nor all that to at enmity with Joy 
Can utterly aboltoh or destroy ! 
Hence— though inland far we be. 
Our souls have sight of that Immortal sea 
And hear the mighty waters rolling evermore." 
In conclusion let me say that the New Testa- 
ment Is the only book iu the world that pro- 
claims and satisfactorily demonstrates the Im- 
mnrtslity both Of the soul and of the body.

two beautiful truths, which even long before 
Christ had begun to love each other. They 
twain have become one in the light of the 
gospel. What tharefoM God hath Joined to- 
gether let not man put aanadar. tm Be hath 
planned great thinga. 

The nltimato purpoee of Deity to the perleo- 
tion ol Hto Immortal maatarpiace. Tba con- 
sequent deallay of maa to tba flaal rapamamioa 
of his foriMr lalagHty. The "oaa far«flr dtviaa 
event toward which the whola ciaatiaa moves" 
to the anbUma glorifleatloa of a ilaaa blood-re- 
deemed body, parlflad aad prepared lor the 
graud second entrance knd eternal indwelling of 
an immaculate spirit Then will Innocence, 
purity, excellence,— and not their antonyms 
hitherto tised,— be the words that Heaven's 
vocabulary must henoeforth employ in the true 
defloition and perfect deeoription Of Qod'sdown- 
Ing workmanship. 

Ou that day will some celestial Hamlet to his 
angel companions with deeper significance than 
ever belore cry out, "What a piece of work is 
man !" On that day will many a cherub psalm- 
ist thrilled at the sight catch anew the strains of 
Jerusalem's old song and with depths of mean- 
ing hitherto unknown loudly yiug, "Thou 
madest him but little lower than the angels. 
Thou madest him butliltle lower than God. ' On 
that day, seeing His own image perfectly stamp 
cd forever upon the trausflgured countenance 
of the il'ulte, will the Inflnlte rejoice at the ac- 
complishment of BU heart's great object and 
behold at last the glad realization of HU lofty 
ideal, cycles ago conceived I There, amid tha 
aaaembled nniveraa wiU man, the miniatnra 
conntorpart of hto Maker, stand at the threahold 
of an oncoming, ever widening eternity wboee 
realnu no human fancy can axptore.
